The 
tempest in its rise, tumult, fury, fearful des- 
olations, are admirably described. The 
performers were perfect masters of it, and 
gave its combinations, measures and tores 
with the finest effect. 
All understood it; 


all felt it; all were satisfied that "The 
Storm King" had justice done to it. 


Of the Solas, Duets, Quartetts, We for- 


bear to speak: not because they were not 
executed well, but because we are unwilling 
to single out individuals, where all, by their 
just appreciation of the sentiments they ut- 
tered, deserve so much praise.

VARIOUS MATTERS.—The Naval Com- 


mittee of the Senate have prepared a bill 
authorizing the construction of an armed 
steamer of 500 tons burden, for the protec- 
tion of American commerce from piratical 
attacks on the shallow waters, creeks and 
rivers of China, and asking an appropriation 
of §120,000 for that purpose.

TIIE BCRDELL TRAGEDY.—New York,

At the conclusion, yesterday, of Farrell's 


testimony (who swore to hearing the cry of 
murder in Burdell's house on the fatal Fri- 
day night, and that while he was stopping 
to listen a man in his shirt sleeves opened 
the front door and ordered him away), the 
following proceeding occurred : 


Mr. Eckel was placed in the bed chamber 


of Dr. Burdell, and had the choice of any 
position he pleased to take among the jury, 
reporters, and others, who were present.— 
He was asked to appear in his shirt sleeves, 
the persons standing around him appearing 
in like manner. This, however, he refused 
to do. The others then put on their coats, 
so as to leave Mr. Eckel a fair chance. He 
.bsumecl a leaning attitude against the bed. 
Mr. Farrell was then brought into the room, 
and after looking around four or five times, 
each time pausing more particularly 
at 


Eckel, he at last confronted him, looked at 
him closely, and then turning to the coro- 


ner, 
said—" That was very like the man— 


he was certain he was the man." 


So far, then, Eckel has been identified as 


being in the house, and awake, at the time 
that the shriek of murder was heard out- 
side. This testimony is given by a work- 
ing man, who appears to be honest and un- 
sophisticated. 
IBs story was straightfor- 


ward and connected, yet told with caution. 
He would, according to his own statement, 
have volunteered at an earlier stage in the 
examination, but for the intimidating course 
which has been pursued by the coro- 
ner, and the fear of being kept away from 
his family.
